an attempt was made to find probable cause of his being guilty y. 
Seven youngsters were called to testify and probable cause was 
found on 9 counts of rape and 4 counts of indecent assault and 
battery. Two additional counts of rape were denied but in conver- 
sation with the detective from the Dartmouth Police Department in- 
volved with the case, he was informed that this was due to some con- 
fusion on the part of the judge and that the detective will later 
file for a direct indictment on these two counts. 

It is my understanding that each conviction of a count of rape 
carries a max imum life sentence. In any event the next step calls 
for Mr. M0K^gf^PP^^^^^9 before a grand jury at the Superior court 
level. vmaW^x^s tartling, however, and you will note from the en- 
closed news clipping, is that the judge has enabled bail to be set 
at $10,000. I personally find this hard to accept.

Wanbod t:o know about the invoa tip:a tion - informed them 
thnt wo h«d not boon m/^de n part of it and could not bo very holpful 
to that typo of quostioninr, * Whon ouizzed on whothor or not I was 
nurprlaed that this typo of thlnr could happen in Scouting my remarks 
were that I really was not *'due to our eztromely largo nil-male mem- 
bornhip workinr; with volunteer leadorship". llowevor, I also statod 
that"tho ^oy Scots of America ban an excollont track record in this 
rep;ard and that I fait thoao watching the TV broadcast know what 
Scouting stands for and would roaliz^c that this is an isolated inci- 
dent and doo?r not rofloct upon thn true character of the Movomnnt**. 
Unfortunatoly , but as is usually tho case, nil remarks other than 
those stating!: that wo wore not a part of the invos tlRation wf»ro cut 
from the actual broadcast. Tho tape was used for both the 6pm and 
11pm broadcasts. All local radio stations continue to highlight their 
broadcasts with tho rape bulletin* 

TUESDAY EVENING, MARCH 22nd . 

Along with the district Executive, mot with lO members of the Scout 
Committee and related unit personnel in the office of the sponsoring 
institution. The pastor of the church made a special point to em- 
phasize the fine relationship built up between the sponsor and the 
local council citinn; that it was because of this relationship that he 
felt we were now able to copo with a situation of this magnitude. As 
Scout Executive I wan asked to serve as moderator for this meeting 
and did so. The agenda, if there was one, was to collectively deter- 
mine what had happened, where are we now, and what are we going to do 
about it?l 

In attempting to determine what had happened it was emphasized by the 
Scouting Coordinator ( IR) that past history had shown a lack of mature 
leadership at the unit level coupled with little adult participn ticn 
in unit activities. He cited one case whon an offer of assistance had 
been made to t'he sponsoring organization biy the Sc(,u t Executive him- 
self and admitted thnt nothing was don^ about it at the" unit level. 
The responsibility for securinpc unit leadership was reviewed and there 
is now no doubt in anyone ' s rmind (if there ever was) that this is the 
sole responsibility of the sponsoring institution. Tho selection of 
Mr. Freitas an an nssistnnt Scoutmaster was also reviewed and it was 
learned, as so often is the case, that he was a willing ''volunteer*' 
sit the right or wrong time. He ha/J been a Scout in one of the Council* s 
units as a boy and showed anapshots of Scouting activities indicating 
to the local committee that he had served as a Scoutmaster in Iceland 
while in the service in 1975. A chock with Registration and Subscrip- 
tion haa revealed that he was not registered in such a capacity.

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Several memborg of both the committer ond pnronta, with some chogrin, 
^dmittod thflt thoy wore nt timos imprcsnod with Mr^«iMHiriMMi ' nppf^rent 
knov/lcd/re of vScoutinf; procedures a nd perf ormnnce . Nevorthoie3,T , with 
omotiona cloaa to the surfnco, they expressed the need to ri d them- 
selves of this type of leadership immcdiotely • I have requested a 
letter to this effect from the committee upon which I will follow 
through according to regular BSA - SOP, 

By the time the evening!; ended all those present had participated find 
feelings of guilt were expressed. However, in spite of all thnt hnd 
token plflce pnd the fnct that the investigation (as wo und'^rsband it) 
has still not been completed, the overnll feeling w«s thnt tho Scout- 
ing; progmm is worth hnving rnnd thnt although mistakes have been made, 
thoy won't happen again. 

One of the positive steps that has been taken was the arrangement by 
Hev . ^^ftipiHBjjl to have a pediatrician available to check the younrcsters 
involved. Tho doctor in question also hns a degree in pyschology. 
This move was made in an attemf>t to allay some of the fears of the 
parents involved . 

The large meeting adjourned and a smaller Scout committee meeting 
convened. 

The District Executive and myself remained with the committee and 
participated in thnt meeting. It was decided that the unit would 
continue meeting with no break. The ASiM^ who will be 21 in May and 
who is admired and respncted, will assume the Scoutmaster's role at 
that time* In the meantime there v;ill be a minimum of two-deep adult 
leadership at every activity, including meetings* The unit will 
participate in the upcoming Scout 8how and will plan to attend summer 
camp. 

I have a atronpr feeling that when we loft the meeting last evening 
this group, although still reeling from those rather traffic events, 
was more unified than ever. The Council will work very closely with 
them over tho next several weeks to assure that the transition back 
to normalcy is as easy as possible. 

WEDNESDAY, MARCK 23rd 

The story is still bein/r cnrried on local news stntiona but was not 
carried on T.V. I'm attempting, to reach S^t. Tondreau, Dartmouth 
Bape Squad, for an update of the invr-s t iga tion . I have been nasvrcd 
by the father of one of the boys involved who is also a member of 
the Dartmouth Police force, that I:.v/ould be given a complete update 
of the investigation as it has progressed so far. 

I have made arrangements with Registration and Subscription to fur- 
nish them with materials relevant to the case as soon as possible.

Met with Sgt. Herbert Tondenu, Invostif^ntor Dsrtmouth Polico Forco, 
and wan brought up to date concornLnp; the invostifrntlon. It appopra 
as if tho actual lnvr3 t Igntion hnn only been In process for a couplo 
of weeks and not a month or more ns erroneously stated by tho media. 

The investigation has confirTnod that 9 boys have been involved and 
althotifrh there is a suspicion that at least two others may havo^hnd 
some participation, neither they nor their parents have been willing, 
to make any statements as yet. 

The story broke because one younp;stor spoke to his dad about it; 
tho dad in turn spoke with his wife who communicated with one of tho 
other mothers who spoke to her husband who happendd to be a member 
of the local Police force* The parents of the 9 younf^sters h^ve all 
met with Sp;t. Tondeau and their reports led to the immediate arrest 
of Mr, Freitas* 

As it now stands, onco the defendant is released from Bridgewater 
State ?Io3pital he will be firrPil(rnad locally in district court v;hore 
probable cause would have to be shown. This means that the 9 young- 
sters involved will have to testify. According to Sgt. Tondeau, 
however, there is a possibility of n jf5rand jarj convening in Mny at 
tho superior court level* If this is tho case we may be able to 
bypass the local scene and go directly there* At the present time 
the defendant has been assigned a public defender who has already 
made some charges of excessive publicity. This could be one of many 
moves that might delay procedures for sometime to come. 

Sgt Tondeau has agreed to keep me well informed of proceedings and 
will call upon me for whatever help I may give from here on and did 
apologise to me for not involving me in the investigation from the 
start. 

I believe thnt we now have a pretty good relationship and open line 
of communication*
